Robert E. Waiguny, Vienna I., 
Wipplingerstrasse 5|9, Austria, 
Europe, joined the student body 
of Gould Academy last week af- 
ter a long struggle with diplo- 
matic red tape. Following is 
Robert’s own story: 

First of all, right here, I want 
to thank everybody for the help 
offered to me. If Mr. Ireland had 
not kept his secretary writing a 
pile of letters to the United 
States Legation in Vienna, I 
would still be there waiting for 
my visa. 

I think I had better start right 
there in Vienna where the first 
image of a plan like this arose 
in my mind. In the year 1945 
when the American troops came 
to Vienna to take part in the 
four power occupation of my 
home town, I started working 
in the VAC (Vienna Area Com- 
mand) as a messenger. There I 
met Mr. Joseph Murphy,*, who 
was at that time a Major in the 
Air Corps and assigned chief of 
the education section of VAC. 

One day Mr. Murphy suggest- 
ed that I go to the United States 
and study there. We made plans 
and talked a lot about America, 
but everything -seemed so un- 
real and so far away! After a 
short time I went back to school, 
and in 1946 Mr. Murphy left Vi- 
enna to go home. He promised 
that he would look around for 
a good school that would accept 
me, but he did not know how 
long it would take to find one. 

We kept in touch by corres- 
pondence and finally about half 
a year ago I got a letter in 
which he told me that he found 
a school that was willing to ac- 
cept me, and not only that, but 
he wrote that the school would 
even lower the costs so that it 
would be possible for me to af- 
ford going there. I guess I do 
[not have to tell you how I felt 
when I read that! Suddenly those 
dreams and schemes began to 
take real form and I realized 
that those three years of wait- 
ing were not wasted. Until then 
all my friends just smiled when 
I talked about going to America 
because they thought I would 
never make it Now everything 
was clear— so I thought— but I 
was very wrong. 

When I found out how many 
miles of red tape is necessary 
to get a visa, I quit school to 
dedicate all my time to writing 
official letters, visiting the Leg- 
ation, and so on. 

If I had not been used to Aus- 
trian bureaucracies, I would 
have gotten very discouraged at ' 
times when everything seemed 
to disappear in bottomless desk 
drawers of certain officials. I 
got used to it, though, and after 
eight months I was ready to get 
my visa. Now my only trouble 
was to get a place on a ship. 
Every line was completely sold 
out until* January 1950; but with 
some luck and patience and 
some connections, I also over- 
same this difficulty, and on the 
27th of November I was ready 
to leave Vienna.

How many times have you heard the expression “Am- 
erica— Land of the Free” or “America — Land of Oppor- 
tunity” or even “America— Land of Tolerance”! Probab- 
ly more times than you have fingers to count with. The 
meanings of these simple, yet strong, phrases are clear 
enough.

Have you ever stopped to 
think just how much in our life here in America depends 
upon that simple act of volunteering. Some of us can not 
visualize a place where we aren’t allowed to offer our ser- 
vices. Maybe that’s why the clause, “I want some volun- 
teers, you, you, and you.” sounds so comical to us. We can 
not imagine anyone saying such things and meaning it 

“America — the Land of Volunteers.” Just look at some 
of our organizations — the VOLUNTEER Fire Department, 
for instance. People offer their services in every walk of life* 
to do things which they don’t really have to do. Actually a 
man doesn’t have to work as a "doctor with long hours, or 
a teacher; he just volunteers to do it 

Not many of us realize just what is is to really HAVE 
to do something. We always are given a chance to offer our 
. services. Even in classrooms we volunteer by raising our 
hands/ So let’s keep America the land of volunteers by pitch- 
- ing in and volunteering to do things for others. Let’s make 
ourselves individual committees to volunteer to do the job 
of helping others.
